The first officiel business of the joint meeting was to cleer up the case of 
player Benjamins claimed by the Homestead Graye. It wes disposed of when 

lenk Rigney, Toledo representative, gave President Martin of the Negro American 
leame a check for 51°0.00 to be given to the Homestead Orays for illegally 
using Jenjamin who had represented himself as being free last fall. The paying 
of the check satisfied both owners concerned and the members of both leagues. 


uitechell questioned fines on owners taking players from clubs in other leagies 
and read the 1939 agreement between the two leagues., President Tom Wilson of 
the Negro National League suggested striking out the entire clause end to make 

a new rule, Cottliek motioned to amend the player agreement to read that "ru‘lty 
club shell pay fine to offended club". Hall seconded motion, Carried. 


Carlisle case taken up. Rigney claimed player was traded to Crawfords on Mey 12, 
1939. Fosey explains deal, Hre, Menley read posey's letter on Crawfords-Crays 
trade which ineieded Jim Williemes Carlisle and flukes for Bankhead. Letter dated 
tay 125 1939. lirs. Menley reads anothe letter from Posey dated May 14, 1939, on 
Toledo entering the een National League and assuring the Toledo owners of ALL 
of the Crawford players, Letter from ‘osey dated April 19, 1939, along the seme 
line. re, Manley then stated that she believed on the fece of the letters written 
by Posey and signed by him thet Rimoy end the Toledo club were entitled to eli of 
the Pittsburgh Crawford players. 


ALex Pompeg declared the case most unusual and asked a special rulings. Dre We Se 
Martin claims letters of Posey cleors up situation end abselves him of any respon- 
sibility to the Negro ‘ational Leagues 5.
